Lawrence Municipal Stadium, 
will probably result in the ex- 
pansion of Andover’s trunk 
sewer line which follows the 
course of the Shawsheen River 
to its terminus at the 
Merrimack.

Water Rate Set 
For Other Towns 


Neighboring communities us- 
ing Andover water on an 
emergency basis will be charg- 
ed 8712 cents per 100 cubic feet, 
according to a decision made by 
the selectmen this week. 

The fee agreed upon by the 
board, was developed from 
figures presented by Public 
Works Direetor Robert E. 
McQuade on the cost of putting 
water into the system by the 
new treatment plant. 

At present, Tewksbury and 
North Reading are recipients of 
emergency agreements with 
the town to provide water ser- 
vice. Wilmington has made in- 
quiries concerning the possible 
use of Andover as a. water 
supplier. 

In addition to setting the cost 
figure, the selectmen also ad- 
vised Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin and McQuade 


that the board be informed 
when the towns are obtaining 
water from Andover and 
provide figures as to amount 
used at the end of the season. - 

The board will also keep the 
revenue figures separate from 
the overall water department 
ledger to indicate the particular 
funds received from this 
source. 

While the emergency 
arrangement seems agreeable 
to the board, there is no indica- 
tion from the majority of the 
board that they are interested 
in the town going into the water 
supply business with the new 
treatment plant. 

Selectman Alan F. French 
feels that the administration 
should continue to look into the 
matter of having the water

Nancy McCormick Rambusch, 
founder of the Montessori educa- 
tional concept in the United 
States, will lecture on Montes- 
sori education on May 13, 8 p.m., 
at the Bancroft School, Andover.

department become a_ public 
utility, but the other members 
indicate they would be 
amenable to such a proposal 
only as a last resort, or only if 
compelled to do so, 

French said that he would 
like the town to look into the 
legal aspects of providing water 
to other communities on a per- 
manent basis. He would like to 
know positively whether there 
are legal and political 
restraints placed on the town 
which would govern how it uses 
the treatment plant to serve 
other towns. 

Also, French asked for infor- 
mation relative to the en- 
vironmental effects of using the 
town’s» main reservoir, 
Haggetts pond as a recreational 
resource. 

This particular point touched 
some rather delicate con- 
siderations. DPW Director 
McQuade has been opposed to 
any recreational use of 
Haggetts, while French and 
some other members of the 
selectmen have felt there is a 
possible use of the pond for 
light recreation. 

In another area dealing with 
the town’s water department, 
Mrs. Janet Lake expressed con- 
siderable concern over the safe- 
ty of Fish Brook. 

Figures presented by DPW 
Director indicate that the brook 
is the major supplier of water 
to the town, with the 1975 es- 
timated draft of 37.2 per cent. 
Haggetts Pond will supply 35.4 
per cent and the Merrimack 
River the remainder. 

Mrs. Lake noted that 
developments in the West An- 
dover area are altering the 
terrain of the.land in the Fish 
Brook watershed area and that 
definite steps should be taken to 
insure that this resource is 
protected. 

McQuade said that the plan- 
ning board and board of health 
are aware of the watershed 
area and the use of Fish Brook 
and are constantly enforcing 
regulations governing building 
in this section. 

Chairman Milton Greenberg 
said he felt the.matter should 
be referred to a joint meeting of 
the selectmen, planning board 
and conservation commission 
to examine the Fish Brook 
matter. 

Selectman French said that

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Public Education 
And The People 


Looking back on what some may describe as a tur- 
bulent year in the Andover public schools, we might 
now observe that the town’s confrontation with its 
school system was a forerunner of what other com- 
munities would be facing. 

Witness what has happened in the neighboring towns 
of North Andover and Methuen. In North Andover, 
voters at town meeting approved a $100,000 cut in the 
school department budget. In Methuen an opponent of 


‘the school administration was accorded a resounding 


vote of approval. 

What we observe in all this, is not an anti-education 
feeling, but rather, that the general public is putting 
forth its desire to bring public education back to reality. 

In Andover, with a ‘‘back-to-basics’’ platform, so- 
called conservatives gained a majority voice on the 
school committee. While not in complete agreement 
with their methods of operation during the 1974-75 year, 
they did succeed, we feel, in obtaining a more realistic 
view of what the majority of Andover wants in the way 
of education. 

The school board in Andover is now composed of 
good balance, as we see it. A blend of educational 
philosophies, all with an eye on the cost factor. 

North Andover voters on Saturday apparently felt 
that the school department could live within what the 
Advisory Board had set as the town educational budget 
— $100,000 less than requested. 

Again, this does not seem to be growing opposition to 
public education per se, but an effort to face reality, 
provide the basics to the town’s young people, minus 
frills and excesses. 

Further evidence of the growing concern about the 
direction of public education is seen in a bill in the 
legislature which would remove to a degree the 
autonomy enjoyed by school committees. 

School budgets would be governed by a four-fifths 
vote of town meeting, if the bill is approved. It was 
soundly defeated a few years ago. This time around it 
has a chance of passing. 

All of this seems to point to one thing — the people 
who pay the bills remain willing to finance basic public 
education. They obviously are fed up with frills, new 
methods and experimentation. 


Fish Brook 


“If, per chance, one were to ask where Andover’s 
prime source of water was, the answer would probably 
be Haggett’s pond. 

It’s not meant as a trick question at all, but a point of 
eye-opening reality. 

The heaviest contributor to meeting Andover’s 
water needs is Fish Brook. 

In 1975 it is estimated that Fish Brook will provide 
37.2 per cent of Andover’s annual draft, while Haggetts 
gives 35.4 per cent. Drafting from the Merrimack River 
will account for the remainder, 

What seems important, and Selectwoman Janet M. 
Lake emphasized the point at the selectmen’s meeting 
Monday night, is the need for attention to the Fish 
Brook watershed area. 

Continuous building in the West Andover area will 
have an effect on the quality of water, as well as the 
general flow to maintain the brook level. 

Thus, the planning board and board of health will be 
exercising control of the town’s water supply as they 
review plans for developments in this particular section 
in the future. 

What once was an ambling brook, lazily making its 
way to the Merrimack in the past, has now become one 
of Andover’s most vital resources.

he said. 

Becker said his attitude last 
fall, when he returned only as a 
teacher with newly granted 
tenure, was that he would 
teach, ‘‘period.’’ He had five 
classes and one study hall, ‘‘like 
every other teacher.”’ 

However, he said he and Mrs, 
Hannigan were able to plan 
their schedules so that their 
periods somewhat coincided, in 
the eventuality that his 
reinstatement did occur. 

He said. Mrs.. Hannigan had 
kept him in touch so that he was 
fairly up to date, and that the

transition from teacher to 
department head had gone very 
smoothly this week, as had hers 
when she assumed the added 
reponsibility in September.

plant and would probably be the 
most economical solution to the 
problem and satisfactory to 
EPA. 

As for the new high school 
entering the trunk line, this 
would probably result in the in- 
stallation of larger mains along 
the trunk route. Cost of the in- 
Stallation would have to be 
worked out between the city 
and town officials, as to who 
would finance the work. 

The city-town agreement on 
the trunk sewer route was 
worked out by administrators 
of the two communities and 
presented to the legislature for 
approval over 50 years ago. 

The agreement was under 
discussion a few years ago 
when new construction took 
place: in’ Lawrence’ along the 
trunk line route. This included 
such new major buildings as the 
bowling alley on Winthrop 
avenue, and possibly the new 


theater building, also on Route 
114. 

At the time, selectmen 
reviewed the town’s legal 
obligations as far as city 
properties entering the service 
were concerned. It was found 
that Andover had no choice but 
to allow the hookup. 

The new high school, it is 
believed, will fall into the same 
category. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin said this week that the 
city officials had approached 
the town with the hookup to the 
new West Andover trunk line, 
but nothing had been indicated 
on the high school issue. 

As for the West Andover 
trunk line, the selectmen are 
awaiting word from Hewlett- 
Packard on construction of its 
proposed new building. 

Obtaining of a building per- 
mit for the plant is the so-called 
“trigger’’ which will initiate 
action on-construction of the 
trunk line for which town 
meeting in 1973 appropriated 
$2.5 million. . 

The Lawrence City Council 
meeting on Monday took no ac- - 
tion on the sewer line path, 
awaiting final action on 
easements. It is believed the 
council has no objections to the 
proposed route or the agree- 
ment to tie in to the Lawrence 
sewer system with the new 
trunk line. Checking of the 
easements is listed as the ma- 
jor point in not providing im- 
mediate approval.

So will begin Andover’s year 
long celebration of the nation’s 
200th birthday. Throughout this 
year, historians will be working 
to gather and to catalog infor- 
mation about Andover as it was 
in 1775-76; articles will be 
written, tours held and 
historical areas marked. 

Next May, Andover will begin 
a concentrated two month 
period of remembering with the 
largest parade in her history to 
be held May 9. 200 years ago in 
May, 1776, the Continental 
Congress was meeting in 
Philadelphia and debating the 
pros and cons of independence. 
The New England delegation in- 
cluding John Adams was in the 
forefront of those pushing to 
sever ties with England. A com- 
mittee of that congress was 
chosen to draft a resolution 
looking towards independence. 
Passed on May 15, 1776, such a 
resolution drafted by John 
Adams of Massachusetts ‘‘was 
considered by men of un- 
derstanding on all sides as 
equivalent to a declaration of 
independence.” 

Following such a precedent, 
Andover .will celebrate that 
declaration with a parade in 
May and continue that celebra- 
tion until the anniversary of the 
signing of a Declaration of 
Independence by all the 13 
colonies on July 4.
